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Taking Beach Front 


(Colton Courier) 

Those who are spending the summer months 
at the beaches oftentimes include busy men 
of affairs from inland cities whose powers of 
thinking have been so attuned to their sur- 
roundings that they are unable to give up 
their analytical powers even though they are 
off for a few weeks rest and recuperation. 

Tt is through ideas expressed by these men 
of affairs that a serious problem is brought to 
the attention of Californians in general. And 
that question is this—If private ownership of 
the limited beach frontage continues to grow 
as it has in the past few years, what will 
eventually become of the playgrounds of the 
west coast? 

Right now there are many of the most de- 
sirable beach frontages of past years occu- 
pied by private property owners and this 
condition is really becoming alarming. Ex- 
cept for the small frontages oceupied by the 
beach cities, the grand old Pacifie is being 
rapidly closed off from the general public. 
While this condition is being bemoaned, there 
is nothing being done to remedy it. 

Perhaps the surest and safest cure would 
be the condemnation of privately owned beach 
frontage and its dedication to permanent pub- 
lie enjoyment. Each year that such con- 
demnation proceedings are delayed the cost 
mounts higher and after a few years it will 
become prohibitive. It was only a few years 
ago that vacant lots along the beach could be 
purchased for a few hundred dollars and now 
the cost is up in the two figure thousands. 
Think what the increase will be in a few 
years. 

It is this thought that is giving vacationists 
who think quite a little concern. For years 
these men of affairs have been going to the 
beaches and year by year they have marked 
the encroachment upon their beach play- 
grounds without thought of the future but 
now that the comparative smallness of the 
bathing beaches with the wide expanses of the 
past brings a realization that a continuation 
of the jurchase of beach frontage will soon 
shut off the playgrounds altogether, they real- 
ize that some drastic action must be taken 
to avoid any such calamity. 

For years real estate men have been urging 
the people of California to buy beach front- 
age owing to the limited amount of coast 
property, and that their advertising has been 
effective goes without saying when the higher 
prices and recently purchased property are 
taken into consideration. It was not very 
many years ago that the beach frontage north 
of Santa Monica was considered far too dis- 
tant for any improvements, but with the com- 
ing of the Pacific Palisades a few years ago 
and the opening up of a few tracts in that 
region the beach frontage immediately be- 
came valuable, thereby turning another piece 
of coast property into valuable beach front- 
age. 

This same development has been noted all 
along the coast, and many of the most at- 
tractive camping and fishing spots have been 
secured by private interests. Those who see 
these encroachments bemoan the fact but 
nothing definite is done to save. the play- 
grounds. It wolud seem that the time is now 
ripe for the beach cities to take action in ex- 
tending the confines of their municipalities 
along the shore line as a protection for the 
future years. Incidentally such action would 
good business investment.

Japanese Are to Colonize Mexico 
(San Bernardino Sun) 

Fear is now being expressed, that the new 
treaty between Mexico and Japan, by which 
some hundred thousand or more Japanese are 
expected to be colonized on agricultural lands 
in some of the western states of our southern 
neighbor, will lead to extensive smuggling of 
Japanese into this country. There has been 
more or less smuggling of Chinese across the 
Mexican border, with a far less number of 
them so situated as to make the attempt than 
there will now likely be of the citizens of 
Nippon. Guarding the desert border against 
liquor, smugglers, rustlers, etc., has always 
been a difficult task. It promises to be more 
difficult if this new situation arises. 

The Japanese can not be blamed for want- 
ing to go to any country that offers them 
better conditions than they find in their own 
overcrowded land. Those have .been the rea- 
sons for colonization and emigration from 
all lands in all ages. It is doubtful, however, 
if the Japanese government would not prefer 
that the surplus~population overflow into re- 
gions nearer at home, especially in northern 
China, Mongolia and Siberia, where their 
presence would do more to further the policy 
of that nation to dominate Asia than if they 
were thousands of miles across the Pacific. 
Rut Mexico is a very fertile, under-populeted 
and under-developed country, and it is very 


inviting to such industrious agriculturists as

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A New State of Chicago 


(St.. Paul Dispatch) 

**A further step has been taken by the city 
of Chicago to separate from the State of Thli- 
noig and obtain admission to the Union as a 
new state in the passage of a resolution by 
the city council favoring the proposal.. A few 
weeks ago the Cook County treasurer refused 
to pay the county’s share of state taxes to the 
state. Two simple but rather difficult pro- 
ceedings must be taken in creating such a new 
state. The legislature of Illinois and Congress 
must consent. 

Chiecago’s reason for this ambition is that 
the city is inadequately represented in the 
legislature, which has refused to pass a re- 
apportionment bill for fourteen years, al- 
though it was required. by the state constitu- 
tion to do so in 1911 and 1921; following the 
national census. Neither will the legislature 
provide the number of judges needed by press- 
ing business in Cook County. 

When the legislature refuses to do justice 
to the wealthiest city and county in the state 
in the obvious ease of representation, there 
is little encouragement for hope that it will 
consent to have that revenue producing terri- 
tory cut off. The country is eager to take 
Chicago dollars, but declines to give Chicago 
more than half a voice in what shall be done 
with them. There is no defense for such op- 
pression. No alleged wickedness of some of 
the inhabitants will exeuse partially disfran- 
chising them all. Chicago has not yet at- 
tained a popualtion equal to that the rest of 
the state, though it undoubtedly will before 
many years. New York City already contains 
more than half the people of New York State, 
but is likewise limited to only one-third of 
the members of the legislature. With the con- 
stant gain in population of such cities—and 
also voters—a constitutional way will be 
found to regain equality.

As for mineral salts, vegetables 
provide one of the most valuable 
sources of phosphorus, iron and 
calcium, three essential salts for 
the body. And yet studies have 
actually revealed that these three 
mineral salts are invariably ne 
glected in the daily diet and taken 
in too small quantities for a good 
daily balance. 

The following vegetables con- 
taining phosphorus are listed in 
the order of their wealth in this 
particular mineral salt: | Celery, 
spinach, mushrooms, lettuce, cauli- 
flower, cucumbers, pumpkins, on- 
ions, radishes, turnips, parsnips, 
lentils, fresh string beans, cabbage, 
tomatoes, dried peas, fresh peas, 
chard, fresh lima beans, carrots, 
dried lima beans, beets, potatoes 
and sweet potatoes. ; 

Those vegetables containing cal- 
cium are listed in the order of 
their wealth in this particular min- 
eral salt: Cauliflower, celery, spin- 
ach, lettuce, chard, turnips, cab- 
bage, string beans, asparagus, rad- 
ishes, carrots, parsnips, onions, 
cucumbers, pumpkins, tomatoes, 
dried beans, beets, squash, mush- 
rooms, lentils, dried peas, fresh 
limas, green peas, dried lima 
beans, sweet potatoes, white po- 
tatoes, fresh corn.

Those vegetables containing iron 
are listed in the order of their{ 
wealth in this particular mineral 
salt: Spinach, lettuce, dandelion 
greens, asparagus, string beans, 
cabbage, celery, lentils, radishes, 
fresh lima beans, dried beans. 

Dried peas, dried lima beans, 
onions, and string-beans are not 
only rich in phosphorus, but are 
inexpensive sources of it'as well. 
Cabbage, dried navy beans, string- 
beans, dried peas, celery, and car- 
rots are not only rich in calcium, 
but are inexpensive sources as 
well. String beans afford notice- 
ably cheap calcium, iron and phos- 
phorus, while spinach and lettuce 
compare very favorably with other 
foods as sources of iron. 


Creamed Peppers With Cabbage 


Select a small cabbage or one- 
half of a medium-sized cabbage; 
wash and shred it fine. Cook in 
boiling, salted water until tender, 
and then drain. Meanwhile, wash 
six green peppers and dry them. 
Place them directly over a low 
heat and toast them, turning fre- 
quently to prevent burning. Scrape 
off the blistered skin, holding the 


peppers beneath running water. 
Remove the seeds and cut with 
scissors in long, thin strips. Melt 


three tablespoonfuls of butter in 
a deep frying-pan; add the pepper 
strips and three tablespoonfuls of 
fiour. Stir weli, and then grad- 
ually add three cupfuls of milk. 
Cover and simmer very slowly for 
fifteen minutes, or until the pep- 
pers are tender. Then add the 
cooked cabbage. together with two 
teaspoonfuls of salt and one-fourth 
teaspoonful of pepper. Blend well, 
heat thoroughly, and serve at once. 


Green Peppers on Toast 

Wash eight medium-sized green 
peppers and dry them thoroughly. 
Toast over a low flame, then 
scrape off the skin and remove the 
seeds. Cut in long, thin strips. 
Melt four tablespoonfuls of butter 
in a saucepan, add one-half of a 
small onion minced fine, the green 
pepper strips, and one cupful of 
celery cut in inch lengths. Add 
one-half cupful of milk, cover and 
simmer gentiy for five minutes. 
Then add three tablespoonfuls of 
flour, stir until thoroughly blend- 
ed, and add onehalf cupful off 
milk, one and one-half teaspoonful 
of salt and one-eighth teaspoonful 
of pepper. Heat until a smooth 
and creamy consistency. Mean- 
while, toast six slices of bread, 
butter them while hot, and pour 
the pepper mixture over them.

THISVALLEVYAS 
INDUSTRY 


San Bernaré:no ¥aiiey embraces 





an acreage estimated at 32,000 
acres, chiefly composed of the fol- 
lowing communities: Cucamonga, 
Etiwanda, Fontana on the north 
and Guasti and Wineville on the 
south, 


oped from early plantings by the 
Spanish padres over 
ago; the old “vineyard in Cuca- 
monga, now owned by H. H. 
Thomas, being the original plant- 
ing of commercial value. 

Seventy-five years ago Cuca- 
monga wime had a reputation sec- 
ond to none in European capitals, 
even rivaling famous French wines 
in taste and flavor. 

From the original planting at 
Cucamonga the grape industry has 
gradually been extended to the 
east and south and many acres 
of so-called “worthless” land has 
been brought under cultivation 
and made productive. 

Originally these vineyards were 
operated on the dry farming basis, 
but of late years the owners have 
found it to their advantage to 
put in irrigation systems, thus 
nearly doubling their annual crops. 

Two of the largest holdings at 
present are those owned by the 
Fontana Farms Company, which 
claims to have the largest frrigat- 
ed vineyard in the world, some 
5,200 acres, and the Italian Vine- 
yard Company, whose 6,000 or 
more acres around Guasti_ is 
claimed to be the largest vineyard 
in the world. 

Both of these companies have 
made extensive new plantings in 
recent years, much of which is 
just coming into bearing. 

Both juice and table grapes are 
raised for the market, and in the 
Etiwanda section, where the J. B. 
Lafourcade holdings are located, 
large quantities are cured for the- 
raisin trade. 

In winter the tourist passing 
through this section of San Ber- 
nardino Valley would conclude 
that this was a vast stretch of 
desert land, with nothing but bare 
roots in sight; but in summer 
this “barren” land becomes a vast 
sea of green and, later on in the 
early fall, the whole 32,000 acres 
present a scene of activity with 
hundreds of pickers gathering the 
fruit and countless wagons, trucks 
and dummy trains transporting it 
from the fields either to the win- 
eries, where the juice is extracted, 
or to leading platforms, where it 
is shipped east by the carload to 
supply the table market. 

Although the extreme hot weath- 
er in July caused some loss in 
this year’s yield, yet a fairly nor- 
mal crop is looked for and the 
outlook now is for an early har- 
vest as continued warm ‘weather 
has ripened the grapes at least a 
week earlier than usual.
